Black coaches delay boycott: The Black Coaches Association 
this month delayed a threatened boycott of men's college basketball 
after 9 fthe: ji Black Caucus, who 
agreed to mediate their dispute with the NCAA. The coaches were 
outraged by the failure of the NCAA to restore to 14, the number of 
men’s basketball scholarships allowed at each college. Black coach- 
es head Rudy Washington of Drake University argued that the 
reduction in i to “330 fewer minoriti i 
opportunity to go on to college.” The black coaches also assertthat 
higher academic standards adopted in 1985 have resulted in fewer 
blacks being able to qualify for scholarships. Congressional Black 
Caucus head Rep. Kweisi Mfume of Maryland said the caucus would

questions which concern” the Black Coaches Association. Mean- 
while, Washington strongly suggested that the coaches carry out 
their threatened boycott if their concerns were not addressed.—

Wilder drops from Senate race: Virginia’s first black 
Governor L. Douglas Wilder surprised his state and much of the 
nation recently when he announced that he was dropping out of the 
race for the U.S. Senate seat currently held by Charles Robb. Wilder 
and Robb have long been bitter foes. But, the 53-year-old Wilder, 
whose term as governor ended in January, told the Virginia General 
Assembly, “I feel the need to take another direction and seek 
challenges in other areas.” Wilder was not clear on his future plans, 
but didnot rule out re-entering politics, saying, “I have not retired from 
seeking answers to the problems that confront us."—RICHMOND,

Mayor Fury wants 
tax lien sales now 


In response to questions about 
the status of the City’s Tax Collection 
operation and about Acting Tax An- 
alyst Brian Payne, Mayor Mark Fury 
disclosed that the city will be de- 
prived of millions of dollars of reve- 
nue by further delay in the tax lien 
sale process 

“Plainfield is facing a budget 
shortfall of over $2 million. dollars 
based on the budget submitted by my 
predecessor, including the layoffs of 
Police dispatchers and others. Yet the 
previous administration s could have 
completely cured the problem with- 
out their proposed tax increase sim- 
ply by performing the tax lien sale as 
they were required by law.” 

Fury pointed out that the city is 
required to have a tax lien sale every 
year, but Plainfield has not had a sale 
since 1992, and had only partial sales 
in 1990 and 1989. Bach year’s tax 
sale increases collection rates by 6-8 
points, conservatively 2.55 million 
dollars each year. 

Fury’stransition Team found that 
obstacles preventing a tax sale in- 
cluded improper accounting tech- 
niques, failure to allow audit and 
control functions, lack of personnel

Тһе Martin Luther King, Jr. hol- 
iday was ushered in by а 6.6 magni- 
tude earthquake whose destruction left 
nearly 50 dead, hundreds injured and 
thousands without utility services. 

‘The quake that some described as 
a rocking, rolling motion and others 
likened to a toaster-popping, hit at 
about 4:31 a.m., on Monday, January 
17, and was felt from San Diego to 
Santa Barbara and in Las Vegas, 
Nevada. 

Monday’s earthquake was cen- 
tered in the northern San Fernando 
Valley. It was the strongest stemming

leaders sprang intoaction following 
Monday’s shaker with pledges of a 
quick recovery for an area already 
reeling from natural disasters and 
economic decline. 

“Тат asking Governor Wilson 
to expand the current special legis- 
lative session to include earthquake 
relief measures, so that assistance 
will begin immediately,” said As- 
sembly Speaker Willie Brown, Jr. 

National relief efforts also went 
into gear as early as Monday after- 
noon. Oklahoma-based “Feed the 
Children” issued a statement that 


the organization would deliver truck- 
loads of food to the Los Angeles area 
Volunteers from the Red Cross and 
Salvation Army also mobilized forc- 
es to aid displaced families. 

The most severe damage ос. 
curred in Northridge where a three- 
story apartment building collapsed. 
killing 16 people. Northridge Fash- 
ion Center was also heavily damaged 
with the collapse of a Bullock’s de- 
partment store. A medical facility 
and several smaller structures also 
collapsed during the quake. 

In South Central Los Angeles, 
which is about 35 miles from the 
temblor’s epicenter, several houses 
were knocked from their founda- 
tions, at least one gas line erupted,

Plainfield has the 
lowest collection rate in the County 
at 88.9 percent. The County average 
is 95 percent. If we get half way to the 
average by way of proposals Мг. Payne 
has brought forward, we can have our 
tax bills certified by a part-time certi- 
fied collector and still save $2.5 mil- 
lion including $1.3 million on our 
collection reserve account.” 

Mayor Fury noted that over 2,300 
properties or nearly 20 percent of the 
city plots were delinquent in their 
taxes, totaling nearly 7 million dol- 
lars in money due to Plainfield.

According to ап Stark, 
Co-Director ofthe Domestic Violence 
Training Project in New Haven, CT, 
African-American women are more 
likely to ђе abused by their spouses or 
boyfriends than white women.

Thus African-Americans who are 
disproportionately represented among 
the estimated 30 million Americans 
who don’t have private insurance or 
Medicaid, have extreme difficulties 
obtaining care for their injuries. 

African-American women must 
also deal with the racist assumptions 
of the larger society, Evan Stark says 


“authorities regulate violent behav- 
ior among blacks mainly when it 
overflows into ‘public’ areas shared 
by whites, but not in and around the 
home where most violence occurs. By 
normalizing the violence between 
Americans,” Starks contin- 
. “health and protective service 
workers accept levels of interperson- 
al assault that they would not normal- 
ly accept among other groups. Vio- 
lence is allowed to escalate before 
intervention is deemed appropriate.” 

Why are African women andmen 
notenraged by this war against wom- 
anhood, specifically African-Ameri- 
can womanhood?

Coping

The Crisis in Psychiatry: The Search for a Method 

As psychiatry fails in its search for a method, hypnotherapy succeeds in 
helping thousands of people with their problems. 

Psychiatry is іп а crisis. Its method of counseling is not significantly 
improving the condition of the people who are counseled. As helpful as 
counseling is, it is not treatment. It does little good to tell a person who is 
nervous in front of strangers not be to be nervous. 

When the psychiatrist helps the individual to locate the causes of the 
nervousness, there is а psychological sense of relief. The patient feels good 
However, as soon as the difficult situation arises, the individual will again 
become nervous. Habits have a way of imposing themselves into a person's 
life, in spite of hours of counseling. 

Shy people are still nervous, го Ж people аге insecure. Psychi- 
atry cannot help these people in the great majority of instances. 

Why is psychiatry so helpless? Why do people spend large sums of| 
money to visit the psychiatrist, but leave the psychiatrist’s office almost as 
troubled as they were when they began treatment? Let's look at the history 
of counseling therapy to find the answer. 

. Sigmund Freud felt that people were rational creatures If you make 
them aware of the reasons for the behavior which they consider to be 
abnormal they will say: “Oh, do you mean that there is no logical reason for 
me to behave this way? If that is the case, I will simply stop being tense, shy 
and insecure.” Freud felt that counseling would reveal the illogic of 
irrational behavior and the individual would voluntarily cease such behav- 
ior. Unfortunately, things have not quite worked out this way, primarily 
because most behavior is habitual 

Eighty percent of your behavior is carried out without your conscious

Remembering the 
past in light of the 
present

Let the record show that on the day set aside to remember America’s 
troubled past, the nation was beset by the problems of the present. The annual 
celebration of Martin Luther King Day was tempered by public concern for 
victims of the Los Angeles earthquake and the nationwide cold snap. 

Such is as it should be, for the distresses of the moment necessarily 
command our attention. The living must be pulled from the earthquake’s 
rubble. Warm shelter and food must be provided for the poor and homeless. 
The remnants of ruined lives must somehow be put in order. Yet, there is a 
connection here that should not be missed, a correlation which links Dr. King, 
the fallen hero of the past, with the unsung heroes of the present. Simply put, 
honor and prejudice do not mix. 

This maxim was reinforced to те a few days ago, when I was rescued by 
the driver of a tow truck. (The cold weather had rendered my car inoperable, 
and, like many people, I was thankful for my “Triple-A” card.). As we 
conversed during the brief ride to my mechanic’s shop, the truck driver, a 
white man in his middle years, made a statement with which I had to agree. 
The fallacy of racism, he said, is that when a person is in trouble, he doesn’t 
care what color his deliverer is.

He taught that a 
person’s race was inconsequential, and that honor and integrity were all- 
important. The rescuers, it seems, have gotten the message. Now what about 
the rest of us?

es. Unfortunately, residents’ pleas for 
help and assistance were ignored by 
federal housing officials and owners 
of the building, until several Newark 
city council members spoke out and 
intervened on the tenants behalf, de- 
manding that building management 
and HUD officials have services im 
mediately restored. 

Services were finally restored 
but the tragic death of the two women

Hot safety tips for 
winter fun 


TRENTON—When the snow falls, 
school’s out, and work closes, excite- 
ment electrifies the air. When you 
pick up that sled or those ice skates, 
don’t forget to ensure your fun by 
considering your safety as well.” 

The U.S. Consumer Product Safe- 
ty Commission reports there were 
roughly 33,560 cases of sledding- 
related injuries and approximately 
29,050 instances of skating mishaps 
in 1992. Individuals engaging in win- 
ter sports are cautioned to be very, 
careful. Check your surface before 
venturing out. 

Kenneth Kakol of the Indepen- 
dent Insurance Agents of Union Coun- 
ty suggests that if you're planning to. 
spend some time on the ice, be abso- 
lutely sure it’s frozen solid enoughto 
supporteveryone. Ifyou can see water 
moving or air bubbles beneath the 
surface keep off, the ice is too thiĝ. 
Testing the edge’ s firmness is апо 


er way to tell. You don’t want to hear 
or see any cracks when you do this. 

Remember that the danger of fall- 
ing through the ice is increased by 
freezing temperatures that can cause 
hypothermi: potentially life- 
threatening condition. Finally, never 
ever skate alone. If you do have an 
accident, it is crucial that someone is 
there to go for help. 

Similar rules apply when sled- 
ding. Check for debris hidden under 
snow that might cause a high speed 
wipeout.

American central cities are also 
more isolated than ever before. Once 
the hub of their regions and the center 
of commerce, jobs and culture, many 
inner-city residents now find them- 
selves cut off from much of the rest of 
the country. 

Over the last few decades, eco- 
nomic reasons for living in cities have 
dwindled. Suburbia with its malls, cor- 
porate parks and modern communica- 
tions enable us to do business without 


Yet those living in the suburbs are 
in no way untouched by the crisis осе 
curring in urban America, The future 
of the entire nation hinges on our abil- 


ity to break down the economic and. 


cultural walls that surround our cities 
and move forward as one nation. 

If you have any doubts, consider 
that by the year 2000, only 57 percent 
of the people entering the workforce 
will be native-bom whites. That means 
thattheeconomic future of the children 


of white Americans will increasingly 
depend on the talents of non-white 
Americans. We can’t allow our cit- 
ies—nor those who live in them—to 
fail because of our penny-pinching or 
timidity. 

We must also tackle our urban 
crisis for the sake of world leadership.

By listening tothe 
voices of people living heroic lives in 
the midst ofall the turmoil andempow- 
ering them with the resources to con- 
tinue, government can assist in creat-

day, we hope to make tools available to 
every community with the will and 
imagination to make them work. 

The fate of our nation at home 
and in the eyes of the world depends 
on improving life in our cities.

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Confederate flag scheduled to hang 


from Georgia Dome during Super Bow

A state official sees little hope in 
a U.S. Justice Department offer to 
mediate a protest by civil rights activ- 
ists who don’t want the Georgia flag 
flying outside the Georgia Dome dur- 
ing the Super Bowl this Sunday. 

Georgia adopted the Confeder- 
ate battle flag as part of its state 
symbol in the 1950s. Those asking to 
have it removed contend ће flag was 
changed by legislators as a protest 
against federally ordered school de- 
segregation. 

“My job will be to get them tofind 
some middle ground so they would 


notneed to protest or want to protest,” 
said Ozell Sutton, regional director of 
the Justice Department’s Communi- 
ty Relations Service. 

“The flags abig issue nationally 
and, of course, the national media 
won't miss it. There is a lot of middle 
ground here” 

“I'd be happy to talk with them, 
but I don’t see where we are in a 
position to mediate,” said Dan 
Graveline, executive director of the 
Georgia World Congress Center, 
which oversees the dome. “We don’t 
have any choice. It’s state policy tofly 
the United States and the state flag. 
It’s up to the Legislature to change it. 

Despite a strong and politically 


damaging push by Governor Zell 
Miller last year, the Legislature res 
fused to do so. 

State Senator Ralph David 
Abernathy Ш, an Atlanta democrat, 
and leader of a group planning to 
picket the dome on super Sunday, 
said he would be willing to sit down 
with state officials, but said the real 
negotiations need to occur between 
civil rights leaders and the NFL. 

In December, civil rights leaders 
wrote to NFL commissioner Paul 
Tagliabue, asking the league to ask 
that the state flag not be flown during 
the Super Bowl. The NFL said the 
issue was a local one and it would not 
get involved.
